At umy airplane which this 
afternoon made the trip from Lex- 
ington to Maysville to assist in 
anqr reomiting, was burned and 
the two men in the ship were 
slightly injured when it made its 
landing at the Andtnm farm 
l^at 1:45 o'clock. 

The machine innde a fine trip all 
the way from Lexin^jton meeting 
with uo sort of accident or trou- 
ble and made a fine flight over the 
city before locating the landing 
field at the Anderson farm. Lieu- 
tenant Skow, of Camp Knox, pi- 
loting the plane sighted the field 
well and made a fine swing over 
it getting well located for his 
landing. On his second swing 
over the field at which time he 
proposed to alight, his machine 
would not respond to the throttle 
and the tail was dragged through 
a tree top and thrown to tlic 
ground. The machine had no 
sooner struck than a gasoline tank 
exploded. Lieutenant Skow and 
Sergeant Ingram, who he had car- 
ried with him from Lexington as a 
passenger jumped from the ship 
. as soon as the explosion but Lien- 
tenant Skow was badly singed 
.about the head. He also seemed 
exhausted and seemed to be suf- 
fering internally from the sudden 
crash of the machine to the 
ffround. Sergeant Ingram was un- 
injured but for scratches on the 
prm and a sickness from the 
crash, which wat not ao aerions as 
the pilot.

The machine, which Is a total loss, 
U a CurttB J. N. 6 commonly^ known 
as an Observation machine and came 
om to liSilngtoii from Camp Knox 
on Wadnasdajr attamoon on Its way 
to MaysvlIIe, the first city made In a 
aeries where recruiting Is to be car- 
ried on during the summer months. 

The party coming overland In an 
army automobile arrived at the landing 
field about 1 o'clock with gasoline and 
Mechanic Sergeant McKelrey, who has 
been In charge of the motor on the 
plane used and who came over to Lex- 
ington from Camp Knox yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

As toon as the plane landed and the 
oflkoers bad gotten out Lieut Skow ran 
from the ship up the hillside and 

warned everyone to keep back from 
the ship as It contained several large 
tanks of gas which would explode In 
a very short time. He had just shout- 
ed this warning when he fell to the 
ground. Dr. J. H. Hutcbtnga, who was 
near by, went to him and he was taken 
to the shade where be soon recovered 
and he was then rushed to Maysville. 
Word from bim at the hotel this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock was that he was not 
at all badly injured suffering only 
from an Internal sickness and a lick 
on the head which he received when 
the plane struck the trees. 

There was quite a crowd of people 
at the landtag field and a great many 
came just as soon as the plane en me 
In sight over the city. Maysville folks 
enjoyed the flight over the city. It 
was a fine flight well made and Lieut. 
Skow deserves credit for a fine ex- 
hibition. Had .there been no accident 
at the landing Maysville and Mason 
county folks would have seen many 
stunts over the city durini; the next 
two days. Major Gannon late this af- 
ternoon said be was very sorry Indeed 
of the accident as he had planned tu 
give the people of this section some 
splendid demonstrations of what an 
airship could do. 

There will be a memlier of the parly 
left in Maysville for the balance of the 
week for recruiting purposes. His 
headquarters will be in the Cbamber 
of Commerce bulldtag and all young, 
men Interested In any. of the branches 
of the army may eall on him there. 
While recruits for all branches of the 
service will be accepted the officers 
are especially endeavoring to enliHt 
recruits for the air service.

They call for the thoughtful consid- 
eration of every discharged soldier 
who la invited to Join any aasootatlon 
whatever or to esprew his opinion on 
national questtons. 

It is well to know who and what 
such an organization is designed to 
protect 

The average American soldier is 
able aniekly to discriminate between 
protection and exploitation. We are 
Inclined to think that this new so-call- 
ed "Protective Association," with its 
Red Secretary, is likely to asaue more 
the character of a society for person- 
al profit and self-aggrandisement than 
that of an organisation to benefit the 
soldier In any way whatsoever. In 
any event, It has not mark of patriot- 
ism about it. 

If the motive is to capitalize the dis- 
content and disgruntled state of mind 
of an occasional discharged soldier, 
the association Is a vieious thing and 
should be done away with. If In any 
way the pnrpoae is to make indnstrial 
conditions leas stable than they now 
are or to increase the state of unrest 
already existing, or spread abroad

In connection with the centenary 
this year of llio blrlli of Wait VVtill- 
man there Is little left unHuid con- 
cerning the greatness of the Ameri- 
oan poat and hla influence upon Amer- 
ican litarature. 

His verse la bein^; dlHcussed, not 
his work in JowrnaliKni Vut Wliitmun 
spent a large part ut' his life in news- 
paper work, and that the Ireit; more 
amaiinc PWtr 

New Yorkara are apt to forget that 
the great ones of their literature 
were often the great ones of their 
newspapers, say Walt Whitman's 
friends. William Culleu Bryant, Na- 
thaniel Willis and Walt Whitman were 
poata flrst, but alao Joumallats of no 
aaoondary importanoa, and their in- 
fluence In local affaire was potent. 

The young Walter, who in 1S30 had 
not yet sharpened liis name down to 
paper worlt on .Mden Siiooncr's Star. 
At twelve he bad learued to set type 
In Brooklyn, in a building which had 
been used aa Waahington'a beadiiuar- 
tara. That work wna for tha Star. He 
had already had the secret thrill of 
authorship from some "sentimental 
bits" which had appeared In other 
papers. Later he became a composi- 
tor on various magazlne.s and news- 
papers in New York. One account has 
him working on the Tribune, another 
on the Sun. 

Hla lust for wandering began to 
show Itself in 1836, when he atarted 
from his father's farm In Hempstead 
on a career as Itinerant school teach- 
er. He was none too successful at it, 
but was always well beloved by the 
children, whom he refused to put to 
the ouatomary floggings. ' 

The two years of teaching brought 
him back to newspaper work. He 
-thought It would be more ediinenlal 
to have a "sheet" of his own. so he 
started the lyjng Islander for the 
village of Huntington. He did every 
bit of tha work entailed In lU pub- 
lishing, even to delivering the papers 
on horseback;^ but he did It all too Ir- 
regularly to suitf the subscribers who. 
having Invested their money, were 
able to replace him w ith a more punc- 
tual, if less inspired, editor. 

He had to go back to teaching. But 
In his spare houra he ^as learning 
the newapaper bualness thoroughly in 
the office of James J. Benton's Long 
Island Democrat And he was writing 
many editorials on subjects as senti- 
mental as they were moral. 

He was a rampant young reformer. 
He pleaded for the abolition of In- 
temperanee— which Included the uae 
of tobacco, coffee and tea— of capital 
punishment, of slavery. In more con- 
structive mood he advocated the need 
of dramas, operas and literature for 
America. He had a press man's i)ass 
to the city theaters, and went to the 
opera fts often as could pass the gate- 
man. Also,.^to further the cauae of 
Amerioan Utarfiture. he waa writinc i 
crude dime noVel, "Franklin Evans," 
addressed. In the canse of temperance, 
not to the critics but to the jipople 

At the same time he was ronnerted 
with some of the best city ii,agazines 
and newapaper aa editor, compositor 
and eontHlrator.

Itankfort, Ky., Juno IS.— Lyon 
county, In a petition field In the name 
of C. C, Molloy, County Attorney, 
brought suit In the Krankllu Circuit 
Court (or a writ of nianduuius to com- 
pel the Stat* Tu Commlieion to ap- 
9T0Te the work of the Lyon County 
Board of Siipenrlwrs and certify it 
to the auditor, so that State, county 
and school taxes can he collected. 

This suit will tciit iuithurily of the 
State Tax (.'oniniisslon to require real- 
isation at the hands of the hoard. 

Lyon county was raised |150,00(i. 
and the Board of Supervisors mad ' 
the Increase, raising or lowering, the 
petition alleges, 460 assessments and 
passing on Increases in the assesB- 
ments of 28U perons, as reported by 
the County Tax Commissioner, R. 8. 
Jones. 

After the recapitulation had bee i 
sent by the board to the State Con 
miislon, 126 farm land owners, fil> i 
a complaint with the commission, al- 
leging gross Inei|ualitie8 in the af;- 
sessments, furnished at^ldavit^< an>' 
displayed a map purportiuK to sIidn 
that land of the same character 
same locality was assessed from %^ 
to $40 tht acre. 

The commission investigated and 
decided that Lyon county be required 
•qualisation. The county judge wai 
notifled that the touniy must be re 
assessed or the commission would em 
ploy a man to do it at the county's 
expense. This action was followed by 
the application for a writ of man- 
daakos. 

The law says "the commission" 
shall have power to raise or lower 
the assessed valiio of the property ii' 
any county, but that It shall not havi' 
the power to raise or lower any in- 
dividual assessment, after the same 
hai been approved by the Count \ 
Board of Supervisors; and again, "i!i 
the event the County Board of Su- 
pervisors fails or net'lecis to carry 
out the orders of the commission, lln' 
commission njay itself make a re 
assessment and equalization." 

D. R. Black, J. W. Stolford and Sam 
O. Qash compose the county board. 

Vayette - county authorities are 
watching the outcome of this pro- 
ceeding. The Fayette board flatly re- 
fused to make the raise ordered, ami 
the commission probably will Htaiid 
pat on Its refusal to approve lis rc- 
eapitnlation, in which event, unless 
appeal la mad* to the court*,, taxes 
will be collected la Fayette until the 
oounty authoritiM act In conformity 
with the commission's orders.

Rottan eggs ar* atlll baing 
brought to markat Igg* from thia 
suto are oalled "Kntuoky JJnak" by 
eastern buyers, and are bought on that 
basis, lyocal dealers are (orced to 
buy on that basis. Farmers are paid 
on that basis. Many (armers com- 
plain titat "an egg I* an egg"— big. 
Uttla, dirty, olaan, rotten or tr«rii, an 
egg Is an egg, and th* fkrmer wants 
egg prices. 

Now listen! Eggs may be eggs, but 
Roniotlmes they must be used (or (er- 
Uliier, and the price the eaatom deal- 
era pay governs th* prioa* paid in 
Itaaon oounty. If Mawrn oounty aggi 
fire not up to standard Maaon county 
prices win not compare (avorably with 
prices paid for better eggs. 

It Is contrary to the law of Ken- 
tucky for a farmer to sell eggs to a 
Btorekeapar without candling. It is 
contrary to law for any *tor*kaep*r, 
dealer, or huckster to buy or sell egg* 
without candling. It is contrary to 
law to give or accept payment or eggs 
unfit or food, and candling is the only 
way o( telling without breaking the 
shell. 

A fertile egg begins to form a chick- 
en within M hours after It la laid 
i( the temperature reachea 100 de- 
grees. There will be a blood ring 

formed which candling shows distinct- 
ly. Such eggs are unfit for food, when 
36 hours old. Summer heat will start 
this development, and the state law 
call* for oandling batween May 16th 
and January 15th, In order to protect 
the consumor. 

Mason county farmers ran get a 
premium for their eggs above the re- 
gular market if the eggs are worth it. 
Dealers can handle good eggs on a 
closer margin, and pr*f*r th*m on that 
account The farmer may "slip one 
over" on the dealer, but he la the 
loser in the long run, beoauae the 
dealer has already made allowance 
for these tricks, and can tell you this 
week very closely how many bad eggs 
he will find in each case next week 
and will pay for them accordingly. 

A dealer handling 00 to 1000 caaes 
per week gave the County Agent the 
following figures on two lots of eggs, 
bought at different times. 

l»t 1— Number, 3000 dozen; No. 1 
eggs. 2349 dozen; No. t egga, 504 doi- 
en; Rots, 99 dosen. 

Lot 2— Number. SISO dosen; No. 1 
eggs. 2788 dosen; No. \ egg*. 2S9 dot- 
en: Rots, BO dozen. 

Figure* do not include broken and 
cracked. 

No. 1 egg* go aa "atrlct fresh", No. 
2 show signs 0 boat, age, dirty or 
small. Rot* need no eiplanatlon.

Mss Mary A. Dye, well known to 
th* r*adinf publfai of Indianapolla and 
to tha olub woman of th* *teto (or 

her efficient service in the Indiana- 
polis Public Library, died at her home, 
1134 Broadway, at 8 o'clock yester- 
day morning. She was the first of the 
library attendants to take profession- 
al training for bar library work. 

Whan Mi** Dy*'* library work and- 
ed In 1917 she was head o( the art de- 
partment, which she had built up (rom 
a handful of books to a department of 
several thousand volumes. It was 
said o( her, "Oo to Miss Dye If you 
want service. She does not point to 
the alooT** and uy, Toull find what 
you want there,' hut ah* places the 
book before you, turns to the page, 
and points out the paragraph contain- 
ing the desired Information." 

She had the special qualities of 
mind necessary to successful library 
woriL She knew her books, and could 
tell what was in them. Her retentive 
memory sometimes made her mind 
seem almost encyclopedic. No trou- 
ble v*'as too great for her in helping 
friends to Investigate a subject, and 
It was a frequent thing to find her 
walking blooka out of her way to car- 
ry books to those working along spe- 
cial llnea. Her services In the mak- 
ing of programs for art clubs through- 
out the state were In constant de- 
mand and her name became a familiar 
one in club circles. So devoted was' 
she to her work that it may be said 
that she put her life into it 

In addition to her library work. Miss 
Dye was for a dozen years or more 
secretary and treasurer of the Shakes- 
peare Club organised by the late Dr. 
Cleveland. 

Thoroughness was almost a heroic 
quality in all she did, and in running 
down a subject she pursued It Into its 
ramiflcations. 

Miss Dye was bom near Mayslick. 
Mason County, Kentucky. .She was 
educated in the district schools, at the 
Mayslick Academy and at the Millers- 
burg Female College. Tpon coming 
to Indlanapolta aha waa graduated 
from the Indianapolis Normal School 
and afterward taught in the public 
schools for a number of years. She 
left the schools to study library sci- 
ence at Pratt Institute, from which 
she was graduated preparatory to her 
entering the Indianapolis Library, 
where she worked for twenty-three 
yeara. 

Miss Dye was a sister of the well 
known Indianapolis attorney, the late 
John T. Dye. She is survived by her 
sister. Miss Charley Dye, 1134 Broad- 
way.
